dollars, and with the increase in 
the valuation of the States prop- 
erty it does not look like an em- 
ergency for twenty year bonds. 

The Senate has jiassed an edu- 
cational bill which is more radi- 
cal than the Sullivan law under 
which we are now operating the 
schools. It calls for more cen- 
tralization of power and takes 
many thousand dollars from the 
school fund to pay new officials 
created to do work which others 
are already paid to do. 

Those at the head of the ^reat 
educational trust which seems to 
dominate the Senate say we must 
take this law or nothing . It has 
no chance to pass the Houses and 
will not even be considered: they 
tell es that the House bill we sent 
over to the Senate will not be 
considered, so it seems that the 
Senate has destroyed all hope 
for any relief to the small schools 
of the State by refusinflr to 
accede to the request made by 
almost unanimous vote of the 
House in passing Bill 461. 

The so called Good Roads Bills 
have all been laid gently to sleep 
by the Rules committee of the 
House. The more they were 
discussed the less friends they 
had. The laity of the House are 
slow in accepting any bill on 
which the best lawyers of the 
legislature, and the State for 
that matter, can not agree or to 
the meaning of hardly a single 
section. 

For the first time the Gov- 
ernors veto has been over ridden. 

He vetoed the bill reciuirinpr the 
names of persons in any \)oo\ to 
be recorded in the county clerks 
cffice. It was promptly set aside 
by a vote of 77 to 11. in the House 
and 30 to in the Senate. 

Senator Paynter addressed 
both Housis of the (Jenenil As- 
sembly this week. He is fixinu: 
up his political fences to keep 
"Our OIlie" from breaking into 
his senatorial pasture. He spoke 
chiefly on th« inoonw tax pnv 
position. 

A bill has passed both houses 
allowing persons over sixty years 
old the ri^ht to decline jury 
service. 

Senator Catlett's bill allowing 
pay to person summonned for 
jury service and -not accepteil 
has passed both houses. The 
Senate Bill authorizing the exam- 
ination of State banks semi-an- 
nually will become a law. It is 
one of the most important meas- 
ures of the session.
